General Publications include Statistics on all major topics. They are 
in the main, printed publications which give a general picture of the subject 
dealt with. They are obtainable as indicated on Page 9. 


Reports and Bulletins deal mainly with individual topics and are of two 
kinds — firstly Reports issued annually containing detailed analysis of the main 
statistics collected, and secondly, supplementary information issued from time to 
time in mimeographed form, bringing the statistics up to date by reducing the time 
lag between compilation and publication. An alphabetical list of these publications,

grouped under principal subjects and cross indexed to afford easy reference is 

incorporated herein. Bulletins giving results of special statistical “Censuses” 
and Surveys are included in this section. Where such reports are issued at ir- 

regular intervals the last issue only is shown.
